§103 Rejections

obvious over Gaudet in view of Gunninberg et al, "How a Large ATM MTU 
Causes Deadlocks in TCP Data Transfers", IEEE/ACM Transactions on 
Networking, Vol. 3, Issues 4, (1995) (hereinafter "Gunninberg).
